- a module (24)-for receiving information (13)-associated with said services

information concerning computer programs required to execute said 
services £14)-associated with said information (±3), 

- a module (23)-for checking the local availability of said identified computer 
programs, 

- and a selective decision module for the execution (2 4 ) of services, provided 
to allow the execution of said services (11) if said computer programs 
required for said services (11) are available locally, 

charact e riz e d in that further comprising said device (20) also comprises: 

- a module (26)-for acquiring computer programs, capable of triggering a

- and an automatic selective decision module for acquiring (3§)-computer 
programs, capable of allowing and preventing the downloading of said 
computer programs £43)-required for said services (11) and not available 
locally, at least according to said information £13)-associated with said 
services £44}.
